He Has Dropped Out and His 


Whereabouts Are Unknown. 


LILLIAN SIMMS HAS ALSO GONE 


The Physician Left Coshoctoi For 


Aof. 2 and Sbe Went to the Same Place 


at the Same Hue. 


There is no longer any doubt that 
<*tor C. W. Caton has gone f rum Co- 
.ihocton with the intenliou of never 
returning. Developments of the past 
few days go to show that he has drop- 
ped f rum sight as completely as if his 
journey had been- made through the 
air high above the earth. 
Since last week THE AGK has been 


in possession of facts surrounding the 
disappearance of Doctor Caion, but 
this paper has refrained from giving 
tbe matter publicity in the hope that 
he would see the error of his way and 
return to his heartbroken wife" and 
sorrowing friends. 


Blind infatuation for a woman 
seems to have been the cause of his 
downfall. The other stories so widely 
circulated throughout the city are 
without foundation. Financial trou- 
ble had nothing to do with the doc- 
tor's disappearance. He was enjoy- 
ing a good practice and had all tbe 
money be needed. That bis plan to 
eave Cosbocton was of recent origin 
is shown by the fact that he was ar- 
ranging to build a house and the pro-

That a profes- 
sional man of his standing should 
throw away a valuable practice and 
desert a family such as is his is one of 
those features of life for which there 
has never teen found an explanation.

John Zaug. administrator of toe es- 
tate of Fannie Zausj, nas filed suit in 
common pleas court ask ing ?o,GGO dam- 
ages from the Cleveland, Akron & 
Columbus railway company and the 
Pennsylvania company for the death 
of Fannie Zaug, his wife. 
The petition savs that Mrs. Zaug 
died March 21. from injuries received 
March 20 at a farm cmssinir on their 
land near Layland. I:, is charged that 
the companies were negligent in al- 
lowing men who were in the habit of 
being intoxicated to run their trains. 
Mr. Zaug says that March 20 an en- 
gine and tender was coming from tbe 
north at 
about 
60 
miles 
as 
hour and failed to give a signal 
for the crossing and Mrs. Zaug was 
struck. It is also claimed tbe engine 
was disabled because of the inefficien- 
cy of the air brakes, and that if these 
bad been in proper shape the engine 
could have been stopped in time to 
avoid the accident. All those facts, it 
is said, were known to the company, 
and it is charged with negligence on 
this account.

the steel strike to other trades i* a 
possibility. The structural iron workers 
and bricklayers are becoming directly 
interested through the question of 
handling material made by me United 
States Steel corporation. The strike 
leaders say that they have the abso- 
lute promise of support from thoae 
two trades and that tney will refuse 
to handle nonunion-made 
material. 


They cite a number of instances 
where the structural men and brick- 
mason* have shown their sympathy 
and spirit. 


Strike breakers Imported from the 


south on a special train were safely 
delivered in the steel mill at Mones 
sen. and the United States Steel cor- 
poration expects to add that plant to 
the number running partly or In full 
with nonunion men within the next 
24 hours. 
The Carnegie properties 


also resumed without a break In tha 
forces operating them, and that fact, 
joined with a promise of an early 
start at Monessen, leads the steel of- 
ficials here to take a very hopeful 
view of the situation. The striken 
claim that men enough to start the 
Monessen mills can not be obtained, 
and that they have not yet shown 
their hand a Duquesne and other Car- 
negie plants. They promise that de- 
velopments will indicate their strength 
to better advantage. 
It was antici- 


pated that there would be trouble 
when the nonunion men reached Mo- 
nessen, for the strikers wer» watch- 
ing the railroads and rivers and had 
expressed a determination to prevent 
the entrance of the strike breakers. 
The men who were handling the 
movement for the steel corporation 
successfully veiled their action, how- 
ever, and had their charges safely 
within the plants hours befora it was 
known definitely by any one on the 
outside that the men had arrived. 


The mills are guarded and the men 


will be kept on the premises until all 
danger of trouble ceases. Bunks for 
about 50 men have been erected and 
large quantities of food have been 
purchased for them. A fence has been 
thrown around the property and 
guards posted to keep out all intrud- 
ers. 
The strikers will undoubtedly 


make an effort to induce the strike 
breakers to quit, and the fear Is ex- 
pressed that there will be trouble if 
any demonstration is made against 
the men or property. 


The strain of the strike is telling on. 


the physical strength of President 
Shaffer. He was ill Sunday and kept 
to his bed most of the time. He de- 
Mned to see any of the many callers 
who sought him, and Ms wife, who 
met them in his stead, explained thAt 
he was worn out and sick and must 
have rest in order to carry on his 
work. Ever since the strike began he 
has given his personal attention to 
every detail of it, and although he frag 
assistance and the counsel of his as- 
sistants, the real responsibility has 
rested upon him. He was not well on 
Saturday and in discussing his health 
said: •'! simply must not get sick. I 
have not time to spare at this stage." 


The decision of the employes of the 


Bayview (Wis.) mills to strike was 
hailed with joy at the headquarters of 
the 
Amalgamated Association, and 


awakened new enthusiasm. The steel 
men at the Riverside plant at "Wheel- 
ing also decided to quit. 


Trouble at Wellsville. 


Wellsville. O., Aug. 19.—The strike 


among the steel workers in Wcilsville 
:ook on new life and excitement is np 
to fever heat among the men. The 


ht between the union and nonunion 


men in the streets Saturday, coupled 
with the action of the steel company 
in obtaining lodgings for the new men 
throughout the town, has greatly In- 
c^ns'-d th-- strikers. Saturday after- 
noon about 30 of the new men left the 
warehouse where they have been quar- 
tered and came down town and took 
lodgings previously obtained for them 
by the mill management. A local res- 
taurant tiad taken the contract to feed 
the men. 
Sunday afternoon a party 


of aonunionists left their lodgings on 
Broadway and started to the restaur- 
ant for supper. They were immedi- 
ately pursued by a party of strikers 
and chased back into tae house. 


At Joliet. 


Joliet, Ills.. Aug. 1J».—At a meeting 


of Amalgamated lodges here interest 
centered in the reports from South 
Chicago. Great hopes are entertained 
by the leaders here that South Chi- 
cago will follow the lead of Joliet and 
Bayview and strike. A joint meeting 
of the four iocal lodges has been call- 
ed- Xo attempt to start np the plant 
here is anticipated this week. The 
wire mills will probably be compelled 
to shut down '..-tore the end of this 
week and this will throuw out 2,000 
workmen. 


Situation at South Chicago.
